The indictment of prominent 
medical men by a Federal g rand 
ju ry on a charg e of v iolating 
anti-tru st laws focu ses interest 
on the g rowing trend towards 
socialized or g ov ernment-con- 
trolled medicine. At the present, 
howev er, most people prefer th at 
medicine be left in the hands of 
priv ate practitioners, rather than 
standardized u nder central con­ 
trol. They feel th at a g reater 
v ariety of ex perimental treat­ 
ments are av ailable u nder pri­ 
v ate practice, and that by g oing 
from one phy sician to another, 
a patient may ev entu ally obtain 
su ccessfu l treatm ent, as did the 
woman who wrote as follows to 
the elev enth phy sician she had 
called in du ring the y ear: “Dear 
Doctor: A month ag o I was too 
weak to spank the baby ; since 
taking two bottles of the medi­ 
cine y ou prescribed, I can now 
lick my hu sband. God bless y ou .”

New York, Jan. l l (ZP) — A fed­ 
eral g rand ju ry which indicted 
Comedian Jack Benny on smu g ­ 
g ling charg es renewed today its 
inv estig ation of reports other 
notables were inv olv ed in wide­ 
spread ev asion of cu stoms du ­ 
ties on jewelry and finery . 
The 
44-y ear-old 
radio 
and 
mov ie star was the latest of sev ­ 
eral New York and Holly wood 
fig u res brou g ht into the inqu iry 
by their association with Albert 
N. Chaperau , ex -conv ict, inter­ 
national adv entu rer and foreig n 
film broker. 
Chaperau — accu sed of con­ 
spiring to smu g g le in tru nkloads 
of v alu able “trinkets” for prom­ 
inent 
acqu aintances — Georg e 
Bu rns of the Bu rns and Allen 
radio team, and Mrs. Elma N. 
Lau er, wife of a New York ju dg e, 
hav e also been indicted. 
Bu rns and Mrs. Lau er pleaded 
g u ilty to smu g g ling and Cha­ 
perau was conv icted after Ju dg e 
Mu rray 
Hu lbert 
branded 
as 
frau du lent his contention that 
he was a commercial attache for 
Nicarag u a and therefore entitled 
to diplomatic immu nity . 
Benny , one of the nation’s 
most hig hly paid entertainm ent 
artists, flew from the west coast 
to testify v olu ntarily before the 
g rand ju ry and appeared shaken 
and indig nant after his indict­ 
m ent y esterday . 
The cig ar in his mou th — a 
comic trade mark with him-— 
drooped perceptibly despite the 
cheers of scores of au tog raph 
hu nters as he walked to Ju dg e 
Hu lbert’s cou rtroom. 
A few moments afterward the 
slender, g ray -haired comedian 
pleaded innocent to charg es of 
smu g g ling , concealing and trans­ 
porting $2,131 worth of jewelry 
which inv estig ators said was in­ 
tended as a present for his wife, 
Mary Liv ing ston. 
Benny was released u nder $1,- 
000 bail after he had been photo­ 
g raphed and fing erprinted. He 
will be tried Jan. 24. The charg es 
carry a max imu m penalty of six 
y ears in prison and a $15 ,000 fine 
if he is conv icted on all three 
cou nts. 
'Bru squ ely dodg ing interv iew­ 
ers, Benny drov e away after is­ 
su ing a statem ent ex pressing 
amazement that he had been in­ 
dicted in “the Chaperau affair.”

STATE SENATE VOTES TODAY TO 
INVESTIGATE SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS 
TERMED ’NEXT TO LIQUOR RACKET 


Indianapolis, Jan. ll (ZP) — The 
Indiana 
senate v oted u nani­ 
mou sly today to inv estig ate the 
adoption of new school tex tbooks 
after a dramatic appeal from 
Lieu t. Gov ernor Henry Schrick- 
er who spoke in fav or of the res­ 
olu tion introdu ced by Senator 
Bru ce Lane (R-Bainbridg e). 
The lieu tenant g ov ernor my s­ 
tified the senate by taking the 
floor and speaking in opposition 
to his Democratic colleag u e, E. 
Cu rtis White 
(D-Indianapolis) 
president pro-tem of the body . 
Schricker said, “Nex t to the 
liqu or racket, the big g est is the 
school book racket.” 
He added he hoped the com­ 
mittee wou ld bring in the ag ents 
of book companies and others 


“who started all these ru mors.” 
“I u rg e y ou to u nanimou sly 
adopt this resolu tion,” Schricker 
said. 
He spoke after Senator White 
had said, “I hav e no desire to 
stop any inv estig ation bu t all 
this is political mis-informa- 
tion.” 
“Lane said, when he intro­ 
du ced the resolu tion, th at its mo­ 
tiv es were not political.

Rob­ 
ert Qu inn, 44, the bridg e-tender 
in a su per-stru ctu re cabin, was 
killed when the ocean-g oing v es­ 
sel rammed the 45 0-foot steel 
span y esterday , dropping it into 
the canal.

Rey nolds, master of the freig ht­ 
er; 
Qu artermaster 
William 
Ig ram, and the pilot, D. Leroy 
Tay lor, were free in $5 ,000 baU 
each on charg es of manslau g h­ 
ter and assau lt and battery .

What has been described as “o ne o f the g reat­ 
est catastro phes su ffered by hu m anity ” is the 
backwardness o f the ^sciences o f life as co mpared 
to the sciences o f matter. The necessity is the 
better adju stm ent o f o ne to the o ther. Filing o f 
a semico nfidential plan at the Richmo nd g ather­ 
ing o f scientists is ev idence o f the wider reco g ­ 
nitio n being g iv en the pro blem. In presenting 
the plan which pro v ides fo r a natio nal no n­ 
partisan co u ncil, three famo u s scientists jo ined 
in this sig niiicant statement: 
“Fo r so me y ears scientists hav e been increas­ 
ing ly co ncerned with the so cial implicatio ns o f 
their disco v eries. So me scientific circles hav e 
been seeking o f late fo r so me way to implement 
their g ro wing so cial co nscio u sness. Fo r instance, 
a wo rld federatio n o f science, o r a parliament o f. 
science, hav e been su g g ested. Ho wev er, so me­ 
thing mu ch mo re definite is needed if this po ten­ 
tially v alu able so cial co nscio u sness o f scientists 
is to be made effectiv e. 
Su pplementing this effo rt was the o rg anizatio n 
a t Richmo nd o f the Asso ciatio n o f Scientific 
Wo rkers, the co u nter-part o f a British g ro u p 
fo rmed in 19 18. While adv ancing the interests 
o f members, its larg er pu rpo se will be no t o nly 
to pro mo te u nderstanding o f the relatio nship be­ 
tween science and so cial and eco no mic needs, bu t 
also to o rient scientific dev elo pment to tho se 
needs. 
So here may be o ffered an o ppo rtu nity fo r 
American leadership lo o king to ward the so lu tio n 
o f a mo mento u s pro blem, bu t o bv io u sly a so lu ­ 
tio n that may be attained by no o ne co u ntry o r 
W no o ne g eneratio n.
